STRIKE IS MADE, 


PLEADS FOR 


ELECTRICITY. 


Public confidence in the electrical! 
industry is the chief means of na- 
tional progress, Edward N. Hurley, 
formerly director of the United 
States Shipping Board, said in his 
address at the convention of the 
United States Chamber of Com- 
merce in Atlantic City. 


“America t6day is at the cross- 
roads of electri development,” he 
declared. “At ‘this moment the 


electrical industry is suffering from 
arrested development. The industry 
is awaiting the verdict of the 
American people. | 

“I believe that there ts no ques- 
tion, save the daily problem of food, 
clothing and shelter, which is so 
vital to the welfare of the American 
people. Upon the development of 
the electrical industry depends the 
extension of means of communica- 
tion; further facilities for lighting 
and household conveniences; the 
spread of education, and the further 
progress of civilization. 

“It is true that the rates of the 
electrical industry are regulated by 
law. The returns on the capital in- 
vested are thus limited. Frequently 
they are not sufficient to encourage 


ing, rates and service counted for 
little. This condition left the serv- 
|lee-using public helpless against 
|} poor andsinadequate service and 
against unjust rates. This method 
control, like any commercial 
project not based on costs, resulted 
in poor service where rates were 
too low, and in extravagance and 
corruption where rates were too 
high. In either case, the public 
| failed to get what is now looked 
upon as an essential—good and ade- 
/qQuate service at a fair rate. Cities 
‘and villages found that if, individu- 
‘ally, they attempted to regulate 
rates of service, each, necessarily. 
would be forced to create staffs of 
highly skilled and highly paid ex- 
| perts and that there would ensue 
constant conflict of practices and 
principles between the expert staffs 
of the various municipalities.
